At 
an early hour today the mob of nearly 
5.000, which overpowered the authori- 
ties, stormed the Neweastle workhouse 
ond dragged from a cell the trembling 
wretch and burned him at the stake. 


The identity of oaly one is publicly 


known, tbat person is little Peter 
€mith. 12 years o'd, who feii when the 
guare fired a volley into the ranks of 
the aitackers. The lad was struch by 
a bvuliet which entered his Pack. At 
the homeopathic hospitel, where the 
injured boy wus immediately” taken, 
the physicians stated today that he is 


in a serjous condition. 
After the mob had eompleted its aw- 
ful work of vengeance the body of the 


mwegro was left chaiged to ihe stake 


with the fire burning all around it and 
the members of tbe lynehing pariy 
went home.
